Australia takes out top prize in global competition 


L ike most of the world, the 1960s in Ireland 
was a time of great debate around several 
state policies, including economic and so¬ 
cial , which were fundamentally under scrutiny. It 
was a time of upheaval in the social history of the 
country and it appeared that action was required 
to create a positive focus in society. The result 
was the establishment of a competition between 
communities in the promotion of the Irish lan¬ 
guage. It became known as Glór na nGael (The 
Voice of the Gael). 


Glór na nGael was established under the joint pa¬ 
tronage of the President of Ireland, Éamon de Va¬ 
lera, and Cardinal John Dalton and the first com¬ 
petition was organised in 1962 with the develop¬ 
ment of the Irish language and culture as its cen¬ 
tral aim. Another aim of the competition was to 
give recognition to groups that best develop the 
language and culture. The competition is run be¬ 
tween January and December of each year and 
more than €150,000 worth of prizes are awarded 
to committees from around Ireland. The efforts of 
each community in the competition are recog¬ 
nised at a National Awards Ceremony. 


In 2002 Glór na nGael developed a Strategic Plan 
to attract into the competition groups which oper¬ 
ate overseas and the first worldwide Global 
Gaeilge competition, began in 2005. Since then 
the competition has gone from strength to 
strength with 30 committees registered from 13 
different countries. As a result of these efforts 
Global Gaeilge is now sponsored by the the De¬ 
partment of Foreign Affairs. 


For 2009 An Droichead, De- 
isceart Bhéal Feirste won first 
prize of E50,000 in the Na¬ 
tional Competition and 
Cumann Gaeilge na hÁstraile, 
based in Melbourne, won first 
prize in the Global Gaeilge 
Competition. Other groups of 
interest who won special 
awards for their efforts in pro¬ 
moting and maintaining the 
Irish language were the West 
Belfast Taxi Association and 
Cumann Gaelach, Luxemburg. 


In March this year, three Cumann members, 
Deirdre Gillespie, Joan Moloney and Eamon 
Naughton attended the Awards Ceremony in Bel¬ 
fast to collect a prize of €5,000 plus two return 
airfares and a week's tuition and accommodation 
at a Gaeltacht. The dinner was held at Belfast 
City Flail and was preceded by a reception put on 
by the Australian Ambassador to Ireland, Bruce 
Davis. 


During the course of the weekend, not only was 
there a conducted tour of Belfast City Flail, as 
Gaeilge, but there was a political tour, conducted 
by the WBTA, of the Falls Road and Shankill Road, 
an impartial but highly emotional event. A brief 
history was given on the history of conflict be¬ 
tween both communities , an explanation of the 
many murals which are to be seen and a tour of 
other sites which have played important roles in 
the political history of Belfast. Again this tour was 
conducted both as Gaeilge and English. 


An offshoot of this whole experience is the possi¬ 
bility that members of Glór na nGael may visit 
Australia later in the year to conduct 'Teach the 
Teacher' workshops which will be of major benefit 
to the Cumann and its members. Enhanced 
teaching skills can only improve the quality of and 
enjoyment derived from learning the Irish lan¬ 
guage. The Cumann would like to acknowledge 
the support of Glór na nGael and to thank it most 
sincerely for choosing it as the Global Gaeilge 
Winner 2009.
